Provincial vote today

Voters in the Olds/Dids- 
bury riding and around the 
province will head to the 
polls today to elect a new 
provincial government. 

In the Olds/ Didsbury rid¬ 
ing, which encompasses the 
County of M oun t ain View and 
stretches down to the Cal¬ 
gary city border, voters have 
the chance to decide bet ween 
five candidates, each repre¬ 
senting a different party. 

Incumbent Conservative 
party member Roy Brassard 
is being challenged for his 
job by Liberal Party candi¬ 
date Donna Gole, an inst rue- 
tor at the Olds College, Con¬ 
federation of Regions candi¬ 
date Dennis Coombs who 
owns Mountain View Profes¬ 
sional Driving School in Olds, 
New Democrat candidate 
RuthSeott, and Social Credit 
candidate Derry MacFarlane 
who currently serves as a 
Rocky View District council¬ 
lor. MacFarlane, Scott and 
Coombs an- latecomers to the 
race, entering their names as 
candidates just previous to 
the official candidate cut off 
date. 

Three of the five candi¬ 
dates took part in a candi¬ 
dates' forum held last week 
in Olds. MacFarlane asked 
Innisfail candidate Norman 
Bjomson to sit in for him 
while he was away attending 
a funeral. ND candidate Ruth 


Scott was still out of town on 
bu siness where she has been 
since announcing her candi¬ 
dacy. More information about

When I was a teenager, no one who hoped to be part of the 
"in" group would admit to even tolerating country musie. 
When country music filled the cafe or car wc groaned and 
made rude remarks. "Hand me my saddle Ma,” one of us 
would drone nasally, "I smell my horse a’comin." We para¬ 
phrased; "there’s a blue bird on my windowsill, there’s a blue 
bird in the sky, and as I look up in the air, I’m glad that eows 
don’t fly.” Hank Snow, Tex Ritter, Roy AcufT, Granpa Jones 
and especially Wilf Carter embarrassed us to death. A 
Canadian eowboy for heaven sake. How mediocre ean you 
get. 

Wc were all insufferable and some of us were hypocrites as 
well. My brothers played guitars and sang country songs and 
I was proud of them, but I would never have admitted this to 
my friends. I also like Ferlin Husky, the two Johnnys; Horton 
and Cash, and I loved Rex Allan and Patsy Cline but 1 kept 
quiet about it. Gene Autry and Roy Rogers were not so much 
singers as heroes for our baby brothers and sisters, so we just 
ignored them. Eddy Arnold and Frankie Laine were not 
entirely country so you could mention their names without 
being ostracized, but if anyone had ever guessed that I was a 
Lefty Frizzell fan my life would have been ruined. Lefty Frizzell 
out-twanged everybody. "I Wanna 13e With You Always", was 
his big hit and when he warbled, "how near, how faaaaar to 
a big shining staaaaar, just me and my guitaaaaar, I wanna 
be with you aaaalways..." Well dam it, I liked Lefty Frizzell but 
I didn’t tell my friends and eventually Lefty Frizzell’s star 
faded or maybe he died and I forgot all about him and bought 
every Harry Belefonte album that was ever made. 

There were a lot of good artists who were socially accept¬ 
able. The big band era had ended but we still heard some of 
their records and dance bands used their arrangements. Jazz 
was honorable and Louis Armstrong was one of our heroes; 
we liked Nat King Cole, The Ink Spots, Jane Froman, and Patti 
Page. Marty Robbins and Conway Twitty were sort of cross 
over so we could listen to them and there were some great 
musicals that we appreciated; Show Boat, Oklahoma, and 
Brigadoon to name a few. We drew the line at Ken Griffin at 
the organ and the Melachrino Strings. Our generation didn't 
know the term, "elevator music", but ifwc had I suppose that 
is what we’d have called it. We were actually nasty little snobs 
about our music but every generation is. My folks hated most 
of the st uffl liked, I hated most of the stuff my teenagers liked. 
I thinkit’spart ofgrowingup. Each generation has to do their 
own thing, make their own mark, establish their own person¬ 
ality. 

Really? Have you listened lo popular musie lately? Coun¬ 
try and near country is the most popular today. There is some 
wonderful country music and a whole lot of it Is Canadian. 
Good old Wilf Carter was ahead of his time. Prairie Oyster, 
Michelle Wright and lan Tyson are big t ime, proudly Canadian 
and super talents. George Fox is prac tically a local boy and 
he is sensational. Count ry musk :n in, Canadian is in and this 
time I’m proud to be a fan. 

The biggest surprise to me however, is an American singer 
named Dwight Yoakam. Darned if he doesn't sound almost 
exactly like Lefty Frizzell.

If elected, 
to help Improve Ihe local envi¬ 
ronment?

lhe pollution In the cities has 
Increased In the content of car- 
l>on monoxide. We ean use grain 
for ethanol. Only carbon dioxide 
Is produced when ethanol Is 
burned, and the by-product In a 
nutritional flour and cooking oil. 

There are other great Inven¬ 
tions being used In places like 
Europe that are much better for 
the environment. 

For example, there Is the 
Nobel engine which produces 
no emissions and gets 65.000 to 
75.000 miles on one charging. 
And then In the IJ.S. there Is the 
A 55 engine which runs on wa¬ 
ter and gas. that's nothing new. 
We must have a provincial gov¬ 
ernment that allows these In¬ 
ventions to be used In Alberta. 

Also. If we paid farmers a fair 
price for their grain, then the 
farmers would be able to take 
care of their land. I would like to 
see farmers paid $7 to $10 a 
bushel of grain, then they could 
afford to rotate their crops and 
cut down on bug sprays. 

Clear-euttlngshould be com¬ 
pletely outlawed. The destruc¬ 
tion of our forest reserve means 
the destruction of fresh water, 
fresh air and recreation and 
game animals. Our forefathers 
harvested the land and they 
didn’t destroy the environment.

This Issue hasn't really been 
dealt with by the big players In 
this election.yeti found that the 
majority of calls and questions I 
have gotten from people are 
about environmental Issues. 

In every area, we as a party 
feel we should protect the envi¬ 
ronment. That's obvious. But. If 
the government doesn’t set 
standards for the quality of air. 
water and life, how can we ex¬ 
pect other people to set their 
own standards either. Our first 
priority Is to set good standards 
and then to ensure the stand¬ 
ards are met. We would want to 
be more stringent on people who 
violate the standards. One way 
this country has remained so 
lltter-free Is because of the pen¬ 
alties that have been applied to 


people who litter. 

We don’t feel good environ¬ 
mental protection and business 
are Incompatible. The two seem 
to be able to marry In other 
countries. I think It Just takes a 
different approach, a different 
mind set. 

One thing we would also do Is 
to extend the authority of the 
ombi idsman to allow him to deal 
with environmental Issues. 

On a kx'al level, calls we have 
had Include concerns over the 
violation of the Forestry Man¬ 
agement Act. most specifically 
overlogging, and concerns over 
use of crown grazing land. When 
Klein took over, he switched the 
control of grazing land from en¬ 
vironmental protection to agri¬ 
culture and I don’t think that Is 
the way to go. I would give it 
baqek to environment. 

We’ve also said since the be¬ 
ginning that we would like to 
bring In the use of ethanol. There 
are two reasons: It uses more 
grain and It Is also safer envi¬ 
ronmentally. 

Neither Conservative candi¬ 
date Roy Brassard or NI) candi¬ 
date Ruth Scott could be 
reached for comment.

"MOUNTAIN VIEW" 
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Forum- constituent turnout high, 
candidate turnout low

Low key responses by three 
of the five eandldates who sur- 
faeed at the polltieal forum last 
Tuesday at the Deer Meadow 
school In Olds did not reflect the 
Intensity of Olds-DIdsbury rid¬ 
ing constituents. Organizers 
found themselves scrambling to 
set up extra chairs to accommo¬ 
date nearly 250 area residents 
who attended the debate. 

Restless audience members 
endured nearly 45 minutes of 
Introductions, speeches and 
rebuttals before the audience 
questions finally ensued. 
Innlsfall Social Credit candidate 
Norman BJomson stood In for 
the recently declared Olds-DIds- 
bury candidate Derry 
MacFarlane who did not attend 
and New Democrat hopeful Ruth 
Scott offered organizers no rea¬ 
son for her absence, declining to 
provide a substitute speaker. 

Liberal candidate Donna Gole 
spoke first, proposing that 
Altjertans are hungry for change. 

“Gone are the days when we 
will accept being given the an¬ 
swers before all the questions 
have been asked.” Gole said. 

COR party candidate Dennis 
Combs expressed exasperation 
with the current state of affairs 
In provincial politics. 

“I believe In citizen's Initiative 
of referendum and recall,” 
Combs said. "I can tell you. I'll 
go to Edmonton and I'll repre¬ 
sent you and I'll never turn on 
you, but I've seen many good 
men go to Edmonton and they 
turn right on their own people.” 

Incumbent MLA Roy 
Brassard pointed out local ex¬ 
amples of growth In his home 
riding. 

“InSundretheold Revelstoke 
mill with 37 employees has been 
relocated and rebuilt and Is now 
responsible for over 450 direct 
Jobs and annual sales in excess 
of 35 million dollars." Brassard 
said. 

Standing In for Derry 
MacFarlane. Norman BJomson 
reminded those gathered that 
the Social Credit party had 
played an Important role In the 


history of the province. 

"The Social Credit party ran 
the province of Alberta for 36 
years, lead the opposition for 11 
years and Introduced Medicare 
to Alberta." 

The candidates were asked 
for their stand on free votes’ 
which allow representatives to 
react to constituent's concerns 
rather than following the party 
line. 

“I have already mentioned we 
will be Implementing a free vote 
system." Gole responded, add¬ 
ing that a poll system would be 
used to ascertain objectives of 
the constituents. Certain bills, 
however, such as budget bills 
would have to be voted on as a 
block. 

“I agree with more free votes 
in the legislature.” Brassard 
said. ‘There are some things 
that require free votes, but there 
are some things where that will 
simply not work." 

"I believe when you go to the 
legislature you vote the wayyour 
constituents tell you." Combs 
said. “With a fixed term of office 
of four years. If a bill Is defeated 
on a free vote, the government 
doesn’t come down." 

The Social Credit [party] feels 
the same way." BJomson said, 
apparently referring to Combs' 
remarks. 

BJomson fielded a question 
regarding the breakdown of 
funding for hospitals In Alberta. 

"The Social Credit party feels 
there's an awful lot of waste and 
fraud and abuse going on In the 
system. A lot of the administra¬ 
tors. nurses and others are over¬ 
paid. We’d like a roll back In 
pay. we'd like to streamline the 
system.” 

Gole advised the Liberal party 
did not Intend to Introduce a 
sales tax and responded to a 
query regarding the educational 
system. 

‘Twenty five percent of grade 
12 students are staying In grade 
12 longer than one year. Eighty- 
five percent of them state that Is 
because they can't gain access 
to post secondary education. 
The way to Improve access Is 
not to keep pouring more money

Into It. trecause we don't have 
the money In this province. We 
should be thinking of using our 
facilities year round. We should 
be looking at co-operative edu¬ 
cation where students are In 
school part of the time and out 
In the work force the rest of the 
time." 

Combs offered a different 
view. 

"This Is stupid when [facili¬ 
ties are available) bul we can’t 
get a lousy piece of paper that 
will let our students Into the 
schools. I was speaking to a 
professor down soul h two years 
ago and he said. We turned 
away 2.000 kids but we took 
600 foreigners Into the Red Deer 


College and the University of 
I^ethbrldge. This Is not right. 
Those parents paid for those 
schools and we're having people 
from other countries turf our 
kids out." 

Brassard responded to a 
question regarding the logging 
Industry. 

"I think we’re on the right 
track with our forestry Indus¬ 
try.” Brassard said. “We have 
got the best [environmental pro¬ 
tection) rules anywhere in the 
world and I say that without any 
qualification, without any 
equivocation. The market we've 
established with the Japanese 
Is Indeed lucrative. It's subject 
to the same reforestation proce¬ 


dures and wildlife habitation 
replacement that any other for¬ 
est operation Is. We’ve got an 
industry that Is new and grow¬ 
ing with a tremendous future In 
this province that Is going to 
bring a tremendous amount of 
revenue and economle benefit 
to the province." 

Regarding taxation Increases. 
Combs stated the COR policy 
would Involve a fixed 10 percent 
rate of Increase across the txiard. 
Gole said. "Everyone's stniggling 
right now. We should see what 
we can do [without resorting to 
tax Increases). Brassard con¬ 
curred, concluding. "We haven't 
got a revenue problem, we've 
got a spending problem.”

Who to choose? 

Every election, (he hard part about deciding who to vole for comes 
down to the decision between the party and the actual candidate. Do 
you vote for the leader and the party over the strength of the 
candidate In your riding, or do you choose the candidate regardless 
of feelings about the candidate's party? 

This election is no different. The three main line parties have 
made this a very public election. The Issues that have been focused 
on are. on the majority. Issues facing the entire province. I low do we 
decide especially when the candidates in our riding all come from a 
position of strength themselves? 

For example, do we choose Roy Brassard, the incumbent who 
was worked hard and diligently to do his best for this constituency 
since he was first elected? Roy is a good, honest man with Integrity 
and political experience, but he was Jilted out of a Jot) with some 
footing when Klein took over the party reins. He is also the local 
representative of a party blamed for the high deficit and debt, and 
the party which may advocate medical user fees.

Social Credit Party 
candidate Derry MacFarlanc and COR candidate Dennis Coombs. 
Both have had less or a chance to reach the public and so both are 
standing on the merits of their party over their own Individual 
strengths. Do we choose a party that ran the Alberta government for 
36 years then faded away? Do we choose a party whose fiscal 
responsibility includes separating our province from the rest of the 
country? Actually neither party have either had or been given the 
opportunity to explain their party policies very clearly so even 
standing on the merits of the party is a shaky endeavour. 

When we review the list, the choice does not become any easier. 
Many people feel, and have voiced the feeling, that there are no 
choices In this election. They are searching for something different. 
The good news is that this searching has created an aura of Interest 
In an election.

Let's hope the numbers also bear 
out in the polling stations. 

In this riding, this election will bring about a new era In politics. 
For a change, this will not be an easy victory for any party, unlike 
in the past when we have tended to be married to one party, 
homogeneously. This race, this time in politics, has changed that 
relationship. The race will be no longer der ided on tradition, those 
days are gone. 

And whether we make our decision based on party politics or on 
the strength of the Individual candidate, we have shown a new 
direction to those who are Interested in running our future. Nothing 
is for certain.

concern must encompass more 
than Just the method and scale 
of delivery. At least as much 
concern must be directed to¬ 
wards containing the cost of this 
monster. It Ingests one third of 
the Provinces budget, and with¬ 
out dramatic and Innovative 
changes, will become an unac¬ 
ceptable burden. 

An effective universal health 
care system. I think, is an Inte¬ 
gral part of our Infrastructure. 
Like sound roads and reliable 
communications, astatefunded 
health care system enhances 
an environment conducive to 


business; and Alberta needs to 
always focus on the proven ele¬ 
ments of a dynamic and healthy 
business climate. It Is after all 
the taxes from business and 
employees that fund our serv¬ 
ices. 

However, fundamental 
choices must be made. Indi¬ 
viduals and industry are pres¬ 
ently taxed at levels that in other 
countries would spur revolu¬ 
tion. Even the mandarins in 
Ottawa agree that further taxa¬ 
tion will force some of the pro¬ 
ductive sector of the economy 
underground and the rest into a 
mad stampede for parts more 
hospitable to enterprise.

The three recent events that 
1 am referlng to are 1. May 
Monarch. 2. The Ride for Life 
and. 3. Graduation. 

Firstly In regard to May Mon¬ 
arch 1 feel that the amount raised 
by each grade should be men

My son tells 
me that I only feel that way 
because he was a representa¬ 
tive for the 2nd place grade.

this province that at least three 
things must happen. 

First, establish that the fund¬ 
ing of health care Is not open 
ended.

Third, empower health care 
workers, nurses, doctors, and 
all others providing the service, 
with the mandate to direct 
change in the system.

Law too lenient on child sex offenders

The letter was pro¬ 
duced by Liberal Justice Critic 
Gary Dickson. When the con¬ 
victed child sex abuser received

RCMP report 


Consumer fraud Is big busi¬ 
ness In Canada and the United 
Stales. Just because you don't 
live In the city does not mean 
you’re exempt from this kind of 
crime. Below are a few exam¬ 
ples of consumer fraud. If you 
have been defrauded make sure 
you advise your local police de¬ 
partment. 

The first example Is com¬ 
monly named the phoney bank 
Inspector. An unknown caller 
Indicates that he/she Is work¬ 
ing for the bank. They are In¬ 
vestigating misappropriation of 
funds from the bank and they 
require your help. You are told 
to withdraw your money which 
will later be given to the con- 
artist. You are assured your 
money Is safe and will be re¬ 
turned a few days later. Of 
course neither your money nor 
the bank Inspector return. 

The second example Is called 
the boiler room. A number of 


employees are hired by a con- 
artist as telephone solicitors to 
sell products or solicit dona¬ 
tions for charitable organiza¬ 
tions. It's highly probable that 
the quality of the products are 
poor and that the charities re¬ 
ceive nothing or are fictitious. 
This scheme Is usually success- 
fill because consumers are taken 
for small amounts and gener¬ 
ally don't report the fraud: how¬ 
ever. these small amounts add 
up quickly. 

There were no reports of con¬ 
sumer fraud made to Dldsbury 
R.C.M.P. during the month of 
May: however. 386 complaints 
were responded to by the de¬ 
tachment. 25 motor vehicle ac¬ 
cidents were reported and 69 
Criminal Code files were opened, 
Including 8 Impaired driving of¬ 
fences. 77 traffic tickets. 37 
written warnings and 4 Liquor 
Control Act tickets were Issued.

Buyer uncertainly still factor in wheat market 


Uncertainty over Russian and 
Chinese wheat purchases for 
the current and coming year 
have weighed heavily on the 
market says and Alberta Agri¬ 
culture market analyst. 

"U.S. wheat futures have 
been on a steady decline since 
mid April." says l>arry Ruud. 

Ruud adds China has an 
Export Enhancement Program 
balance of five million tonnes 
remaining and doesn't appear 
to be In a rush to buy U.S. 
wheat. 

With U.S. winter wheat crops 
looking good and spring wheat 
plantings not facing the same 
delays as com and soybeans, 
the United States Department 
ofAgrilculture (USDA) has made 
its first forecast for the U.S. 
wheat crop. The forecast Is 


marking the U.S. wheat crop at 
68 tonne, up two percent from 
last year. The USDA also fore¬ 
cast world wheat trade to re¬ 
main virtually unchanged at lOO 
million tonnes. 

Ruud says total wheat acres 
across the Prairies and In Al¬ 
berta will decline this year. 'The 
market signal for wheat seem to 
be starting to show up In acre¬ 
age estimates. The prospects for 
a decline In price this coming 
year, particularly for grades 
other than #1. looks to be hit¬ 
ting home." 

Other factors have also Influ¬ 
enced planting Intentions for 
this year. Improved moisture 
conditions In the south and more 
favorable prices for higher qual¬ 
ity oats. canola and special crops 
have had an effect. 


"Hard red spring and durum 
wheat l«x)k to be targeted the 
most for reduced acres Is realis¬ 
tic given the lower quality expe¬ 
rienced In 1992 and conse¬ 
quently tighter stocks. 

Ruud says Prairie spring 
wheat acreage appears to be on 
the rise. The higher yield on CPS 
wheat and prospects that the 
crop will be easy to move into 
both the domestic and offshore 
markets has enticed growers to 
increase acres this year. 

Internationally. Ruud sees 
wheat production prospects to 
be within two percent of last 
year's level. 

"With what appears to be sta¬ 
ble production this year, the 
market has focused heavily of 
foreign demand for wheat In the 
short and long term. If some 


positive direction does not come 
on the demand side this sum¬ 
mer and the U.S. wheat crop 
continues to see favorable 
weather. Chicago wheat futures 
could slip to $2.75 per bushel," 
notes Ruud. 

He adds long-term support 
rests near $2.50 per bushel. 


meaning Initial payments will 
likely be lower come August 1,

Samuel Blake’s crusade to save 
native children 

THE RETIRED ANGLICAN 
JUDGE DECLARED WAR ON 
HIS OWN CHURCH TO IM 
PROVE INDIAN RESIDENTIAL 
SCHOOLS 


had succumbed to tuberculo-

In 1908Samuel Hume Blake, 
a retired Ontario Judge, came 
across an Indian Department 
medical report on the rampant 
spread of tuberculosis through 
Indian schools In the West. 
Ulake was a staunch Anglican, 
and It was his church that had 
started many of the residential 
and Industrial schools designed 
to teach useful skills and moral 
values to native youths. He 
decided to see for himself 
whether the conditions In the 
schools were really so had as 
the report made them out to be. 

What Blake found appalled 
him. At the Calgary Indian In¬ 
dustrial School, which was de¬ 
signed to handle lOO students, 
he found the enrolment to be a 
mere seven. There had once 
been 32 students, but tubercu¬ 
losis killed lOandtherestofthe 
class lied, quite rightly fearing 
for their lives. The Old Sun 
School on the Blackfoot Reserve 
was down to only 12 students. 
In fact, the total enrolment at 
the five Anglican schools In 
southern Alberta was only 121 
pupils. 

incensed. Blake wrote and 
published a pamphlet entitled, 
"Don't You Hear the Red Man 
Calling?" which attacked the 
missionary work of his church. 
"It Is an outrage", he said, "to 
talk of compelling the Indians to 
send their children to school 
when these schools are con¬ 
ducted In such a way as that 
they are the means of conveying 
disease from the one to the 
other." He attacked missionar¬ 
ies who lured contagious chil¬ 
dren Into the schools to maxi¬ 
mize their enrolment and. thus, 
their annual government grant. 

And he suggested that resi¬ 
dential schools should be re¬ 
placed by the older system of 
day schools, whereby Indian 
children would be allowed to 
return to their homes at mid¬ 
night Instead of sleeping In tu¬ 
berculosis-infested domltorles. 

Flying to the defence of the 
residential schools was the Rev¬ 
erend John W. Tims, an Angli¬ 
can clergyman who had come to 
the Blackf<x>t Reserve In 1883. 
He printed his own pamphlet. 
The Call of the Red Man for 
Truth. Honesty, and Fair Flay." 
I le stoutly defended the Old Sun 
School (which Blake had de¬ 
manded be closed) and blamed 
most of Its problems of the fed¬ 
eral government. 

"However. In a second pam¬ 
phlet . Tims had to admit that 40 
percent of the Indians who had 
gone to Old Sun Schtxrl had 
died. 27 percent of those within

sis. (Ironically. Tims thought 
these statistics would help his 
case by disproving a rumor that 
Old Sun students had been 
killed by contaminated water.) 

Also against Blake was the 
Anglican Bishop of Calgary, who 
warned that Blake's day schools 
would expose Indian children to 
the "terrible sensuality" and "the 
general absence of moral re¬ 
straints In speech and action" 
on the reserve. He claimed his 
missions were suffering griev¬ 
ously from Blake’s "Injurious 
attacks." But the conditions at 
Old Sun werejust too terrible to 
be Ignored. In the summer of 
1909 Blake and federal Interior 
Minister Frank Oliver succeeded 
In closing the school down and 
replacing It with a day school. 

From his office In Toronto. 
Samuel Blake had worked a 
humanitarian change. But tt 
didn't last.

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Croatian tour - greatest experience

Things got oven closer to home 
when McCreary himself was 
nearly shot by a sniper while 
spending some time In Sarajevo. 

"Wo always had to wear hard 
hats and flak Jackets while we 
were there because there were 
snipers all over the place." he 
said. “I got up early one morning 
to go for a shower and had to go 
from one building to another: 
there was about a ten foot space 
In between the two. I stepped 
out and all of a sudden there 
were these puffs of dirt at my 
feet and I had to dive back to the 
first building. I decided then 


And while there were limes 
for friendship making and mer¬ 
riment. McCreary said there 
were also t Imes to be very afraid. 

"There were a few times I felt 
frightened. Especially after the 
war started tip again on Janu¬ 
ary 22 there would be guns 
trained on you pretty much on a 
constant basis, because every¬ 
thing was always so tense, you 
always wondered If the guy 
would shoot.” 

While McCreary spent most 
of his time In Croatia outside of 
t he war area. he did see much of 
war's results. 

“We spent three weeks in 
Sarajevo and let me tell you, 
what you see on T.V. Just can't 
compare to what It Is like In real 
life.” he said. "The devastation 
and human suffering Is beyond 
comparison to anything we've 
ever seen.” 

Some of that human suffer¬ 
ing struck closer to home than 
McCreary would have liked 
when his landlord, a man who 
had become a friend. was killed. 

"We rented an apartment In 
Korenlca and we got to see this 
man and his family everyday.” 
he said. "They didn’t speak Eng¬ 
lish very well at all but we really 
did gel to know each other and 
I know how badly he wanted to 
get out. He even threw a going 
away parly for us when we were 
about to leave, and then he had 
to go do his time at the front. He 
was a school teacher and didn't 
have to go as often as t he ot hers. 
but right alter this parly, about 
three days later, we found out 
someone had strafed his tent 
with a machine gun and he was 
killed.” 


that I didn't need a shower that 
badly." 

but while the danger and 
human suffering surrounded 
McCreary much the time, he 
feels the experience was very 
worthwhile. 

“It felt good to know that we 
were making a difference, to 
know that we helped people and 
maybe saved some lives." he 
said. "And made a lot of lifelong 
friendships, even with a Rus¬ 
sian. Five years ago. who would 
ever have thought you'd be work¬ 
ing side by side and learning the 
culture with the Russians?” 


Now that he Is home, 
McCreary Is busy making up for 
lost time with family and friends 
and planning a move to 
Vegrevllle where he has been 
stationed by the RCMP. He Is 
also spending some of his time 
contemplating a return to the 
former Yugoslavia for another 
tour once his mandatory home 
time Is over. 

"I could apply again In an¬ 
other year, but I really don't 
know yet whether 1 should push 
my luck.” 


A former Dldsbury RCMP of¬ 
ficer has returned from what he 
calls the greatest experience of 
his life In the war lorn former 
Yugoslavia. 

Constable Ted McCreary re¬ 
turned from his assignment 
overseas late last month. 
McCreary was stationed In a 
small town In Croatia as part of 
the United Nations Civilian Po¬ 
lice Force. 

McCreary. 39, had volun¬ 
teered for the assignment and 
Joined hundreds of other police 
officers from United Nations 
countries when he left Canada 
after a short training session 
Iasi fall. The objective of the 
force was to watch over lrxal 
policing agencies to prevent 
human rights violations and to 
help in humanitarian relief ef¬ 
forts. 

”1 was situated In a town 
called Korenlca which Is about 
160 km south of Zagreb, which 
Is the capitol of Croatia and 
about 150 km northwest of 
Sarajevo." he said. "It's a regu¬ 
lar town of about 6000. We had 
65 villages we patrolled with the 
local police. Most of these guys 
were ex-mllltary types. We had 
to make sure they treated every¬ 
body equally." 

"The most interesting part 
was working with policemen 
from all over the world.” he said. 
There were guys from bangla- 
desh. Nepal. Ireland. France. 
They had totally different meth¬ 
ods of training and profession¬ 
alism. but you know. I really 
made some friendships there 
that will last a lifetime.”

Court shorts

A Cremona man was fined $250 after pleading guilty 
to failing to retain evidence in a Fish and Wildlife case. 

Cory Wolf was charged by local Fish and Wildlife 
officers after a mule deer head was spotted in a truck 
near Cremona. Officers found the rest of the animal 
carcass in the back of the truck, but found all evidence 
of sex had been removed. 

Besides the fine, Wolf was also ordered to forfeit the 
mule deer carcass.

A fin* department volunteer was fined after he plead 
guilty to unauthorized use of a flashing blue light. 

Christopher Robert Cluney was charged by RCMP 
after a complaint was laid by a motorist. Cluney said he 
had used the flashing blue light to warn the motorist of 
his presence after he was nearly run off the road. 

Cluney,, who had the light as part of his volunteer fire 
department duties, was also ordered to hand over the 
light.

A Water Valley farmer must begin an alcohol treat¬ 
ment program before being sentenced on a charge of 
driving while over the legal limit. 

Sam Norman Schultz, 36, had asked that the charge 
of driving .08 be discharged so that he could undergo 
counselling, but was told he must begin the program 
before the judge would make a decision on the dis¬ 
charge. 

Schultz was ordered to begin the treatment program 
this summer and will face sentencing in September. 


The Town of Didsbury wants 
to make sure plans and details 
for the new curling rink are 
universally acceptable by all 
those Involved with the project 
before starting work on the fa¬ 
cility. As a safeguarding meas¬ 
ure, council has passed a mo¬ 
tion to ensure any work on build¬ 
ing the facility does not com¬ 
mence until both the Curling 
Club and Recreation Board have 
had ample opportunity to re¬ 
view the details of the project 
and study the plans.

Didsbury's 
present curling rink will be 
maintained until summer. 1994. 
after which time It will be tom 
down and replaced with a fully 
landscaped parking lot.

any decision is made over what 
to do with the concession stand 
at the Didsbury Memorial Com¬ 
plex. Council would like more 
time to meet with members of 
the Recreation Board before 
determining how they will han¬ 
dle the lease agreement for the 
1993/94 season.

Didsbury’s Gazebo gathering 
point is legally no longer part of 
the Historic Train Station site. 
On request from the Minister of 
Communications, the Town has 
dropped the designation. Al¬ 
though an honor, the special 


title was placing restrictions on 
how the land could be used.

A nature habitat program 
poised to take place on the north¬ 
west side of Westglen School 
could soon be underway. The 
plans - Jointly arranged between 
Ross Ford and Westglen Schools 
- will one day see nature paths 
along the two ball diamond ar¬ 
eas. 

“We will simply be supplying 
the grader operator and front 
end loader." says Town Admin¬ 
istrator Mike Storey of the 
project’s work schedule. 

The nature paths are hoped 
to be paved In 1994.

Good news from the County 
Waste Management Committee. 
Councillor Ed Vermunt says that 
after Inspecting a site In the 
Bearberry area, conditions ap¬ 
pear quite favorable as an alter¬ 
native for a regional landfill. 
Alberta Environment officials 
have been searching for a uni¬ 
versally agreeable site for some 
time now. The Bearberry site 
could present a vital option to 
the province’s previous site op¬ 
tions. 

"We will be getting In touch 
with people In the Bearberry 
area to receive as much Input as 
possible before anything goes 
any further." said Vermunt.

The Red Deer Regional Plan¬ 
ning Commission’s (RDRPC) re¬ 
quest for additional funding from 
the Town Is being rejected by 
council members. "They are 


asking for more money to help 
cover some of the costs they 
Incur”. Story explained. 

“I think eventually what It 
will have to come to Is a fee for 
service schedule with this Com¬ 
mission. If we want those hill 
scale plans for a new subdivl- 
sion, for example, we will have 
to pay them for It. 

“Because the RDRPC’s re¬ 
quest Is being brought to coun¬ 
cil's attention after the budget 
process, councillors decided to 
decline from raising the allot¬ 
ments this year.

The Didsbury Historical So¬ 
ciety is going to have to wait to 
hear whether their funding re¬ 
quest for directional signage will 
be accepted. Councillor Vance 
van Dam finds merit In directing 
the public to what he considers 
a valuable tourist amenity.
